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EMILY POST SAYS 


In her book “‘E tiquette”’: 

‘‘Always --- at no matter what sort of 
party --- there must be tomato or fruit juice for 
those who do not like alcohol. Nothing is in 
worse taste than forcing any guest either to 
take alcohol or else to sit conspicuously 
empty-handed.’’ 


In Newspaper Column on ‘‘Etiquette’’: 
‘It is extremely inhospitable to invite 
& people to your house and give a certain number 





of them not a single swallow of anything 
they can drink. In other words, to force people 
to go thirsty or to drink an alcoholic beverage 
which they do not want, is as inhospitable as 
to invite them to dine and put nothing on their 
plates but the one item of food to which they 
happen to be allergic.’’ 


A RELIGIOUS ISSUE 


‘‘Is drinking a religious problem?’’ Was the 
question discussed by Dr. Harold A. Bosley, of 
Evanston, Ill. His answer was a ringing ‘‘YES!’’ 
‘*Seen through the eyes of what it does to men, 
drinking is a religious problem of major mag- 
nitude’, he declared. ‘‘There is real inde- 
cision on the subject in the Christian Church 
today, but an increasing number of Churches 
are beginning to bring the whole drink habit 
under judgment’’. Dr. Bosley urged thoughtful 
Christians to make ‘‘a clean break with the 
whole practice of social drinking, to face drink- 
ing as a major personal and social problem, 
and to renounce it’’.

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LIQUOR AND REVIVAL 


Bishop Ralph A. Cushman says, ‘‘The 
liquor problem is supremely the job of the 
Church. This is fundamentally a moral and 
spiritual problem. The vitality of any Church 
will always be affected by the way it faces 
the moral and social evils of the day. We are 
not going to have a revival of religion in 
America until the Churches face social evils 
like the liquor traffic.’’

The man’s hands are red with blood, who 
stands aloof from the Temperance Cause.”’ 

The Rev. Charles Templeton, great evan- 
gelist of today, says, ‘‘Evangelism must call 
for total commitment. Millions of men and 
women who claim to be Christians are not one 
whit different from others who do not claim it: 
We can’t be ordinary Christians in these extra- 
ordinary times.’’

DOCTORS, TOO, CAN LEARN 


Being a graduate of Medical School and a 
licensed physician does not make one, neces- 
sarily, a wise counsellor in regard to beverage 
alcohol. In the PUBLIC HEALTH NEWS of the 
N. J. State Dept. of Health, C. Nelson Davis, 
M. D., tells of a man, an alcoholic, ‘‘dry 
twenty-seven years, was stricken with a heart 
attack. His physician ordered whiskey. The 
result of the above medication, in the short 
space of one month, was that the patient died 
of delirium tremens.’’ 

Dr. Henry Suydam, Chairman, Advisory 
Committee on Alcoholism Control, says: ‘‘I 
know of a case where an eminent neurologist 
at one of the great medical centers in New 
York informed a patient whose alcoholism was 
of long standing that he could ‘tolerate’ four 
ounces of alcohol per diem. He stated this as 
a medical fact, arguing that his ethics would 
not permit him to mislead his patient. His ig- 
norance of the disease of alcoholism was so 
profound that in effect he was signing a death 
warrant. Education on this disease might well 
begin in the medical schools.’’ A loud ‘‘Amen’’ 
is in order. What kind of ‘‘ethics’’ does a 
doctor practice, who neglects to know the first 
rule for an alcoholic?
